RATEPAYERS D DISFRANCHISED. 


Scores, probably hundreds, of duly 
qualified ratepayers are not allowed to 
east their votes today on questions 
which affect the amount of liability 
resting upon their property. That 
they are entitled to vote is not ques- 
tioned, They are property owners. 
Their taxes have been paid. Their 
names are on the voters’ list. Yot 
their ballots are not going into the 
boxes. It is physically impossible 
that their ballots should go into the 
boxes, for the boxes are too few and 
too far between. 


Only four polling places are allowed 
for the entire city. It is quite pos- 
sible that a number of ballots equal 
to the number of qualified ratepayers 
could be deposited in these four booths 
in the nine hours of a polling day if 
the voters could be lined up at-each 
booth when the polls open and kept 
hustling through each poll all day. 
But every one knows that this is not 
the way voting is done, and that it is 
not possible to have it done in this 
way. The, votes come in “bunches,” 
at noon, and in the closing hour. Four 
booths allows absolutely no provision 
for handling these rushes. Yet un- 
less they are handled people who are 
entitled to vote must be denied their 
only opportunity of voting. The man 
who works for a living must vote 
when he cah, not when he wante to, 
or when there is a lull in the polling. 
Te refuse to let him vote when he can 
is to refuse to let him vote at all. 
If when the polls close tonight there 
are not swarms of qualified and ungry 
electors about the doors of each booth 
who have not been able to get in their 
votes, the reason will be that hun- 
dreds of people have found it impos- 
sible or very inconvenient to make 
the journey to the booths, or heve 
considered it useless to do so.

London, Nov. 17—Lord Lansdowne,
